| “His Majesty's government con- 
siders this murder, which holds 
up Egypt, as at present governed, 
to the contempt of civilized peo- 
ples, is the natural outcome of & 
|; Campaign of hostility to British 
rights and British subjects in 
Egypt and Sudan, founded upon a 
heedless ingratitude for benefits 
conferred by Great Britain, not 
discouraged by Your Excetlency's 
government and fomented by or- 
ganizations in close contact with 
that government. 
| “Your Excellency was warned 

by His Majesty's government a 
| littie more than a month ago, of 
| the consequences of failing to 
stop this campaign, more partic- 
nlarly as it concerned the Sudan. 
It has not been stopped. The 
Egyptian government has now al- 
lowed the governor-general of 
Sudan, to be murdered, and have 
proved they are incapable or un- 
willing to protect foreign lives.

“His Majesty's frovernment, 
therefore requires that the Egyp- 
tian government shall, firstly, 


present an ample apology for the

CELEBRATES 53RD ANNIVERSARY 


“Blessed Is the Man Who Walketh Not in the Ways of 


the Ungodly” Is Text Used by the Rev. C. W. Brown 


in Striking Sermon Last Night 


“Blessed is the man who walketh 
not in the ways of the ungodly,” 
|} was the text of Dr. ©. W. Brown's ad- 
dress at the McDougall Methodist 
|63rd anniversary service last night, 
and the moral was strikingly shown 
| by a vivid illustration of the marked 
contrast existing in the lives and 
deaths of Francoise Voltaire and John 
| Wesley, two outstanding figures of the 
jelghteenth century. The anniversary 
; service was marked by a special mus- 
j ical program, and @ capacity congre- 
jeation, and an introductory address 
was given by the Rev. F. 8. McCall. 

Voltaire, the irreligious and blas- 
|phemous, who preached the gospel of 
hatred and infidelity, the avowed op- 
ponent of state and church, but who 
called upon the Christ he had an- 
jathematized in the end, contrasted 
strikingly with Wesley, “the man sent 


} 


from God whose name was John,” 
who thought only of the betterment 
of humanity, applied internal reme- 


dies to defects in the church, and at 
the age of 88 years, with his friends 
around him, laid himself down to die 
with the words of a hymn upon his 
lips 

These two men, living at the same 
time and prominent in the same cen- 
tury, had an effect upon the lives of 
the masses which eternity alone can 
reveal, declared Dr, Brown, 


Voltaire’s Career 


| Born in, Paris, in 1694, the son of 
an obscure French notary, Voltaire 
was a weakling and expected to die 
|before he could be baptized. He 
strengthened, however, and ultimately 
his parents’ anxieties were at an end. 
Unfortunate in the choice of a 
guardian, the young man was sur- 
rounded with lewd and blasphemous 
persons from his youth up, and was 
encouraged to use his wit to slander 
religion Although holding a high 
ecclesiastical poeition, the cleric who 
had been chosen his god-father, was 
an astute unbellever At an early age 
Voltaire received from him, with a 
view to furthering his literary educa- 
tion, a study purporting to be the life 
of Moses according to the Old Testa- 
ment, which bore the title of “The 
Career of Moses as an Imposter,” 


Wesley's Early Life 


with all that was good and holy, and 
under the guidance of “the Mother of 
Methodisin,” achieved Divine Grace 
almost unexcelled, The atmosphere of 
Epworth Rectory was definitely con- 
trasted to the unnatural surroundings 
of Voltaire’s home. Wesley was 
brought up in the grace of God, and 
was constantly under the religious in- 
fluence of his devout parents. 

Wesley went to Oxford, was ordain- 
ed in 1725, and was elected fellow of 
Lincoln College a year later. He and 
his brother Charles became members 
of a religious society known as “The 
Holy Club,” or “Methodists,” and 
gathered around them friends who 
worked with them throughout their 
later lives, 

Unbearable Conditions 

At this time, Voltaire was living in 
® country where conditions were al- 
most unbearable. Feuddi institutions 
bound the populace as though with 
chains, Men were of no consequence, 
and unless they were of the nobility 
had no influence on the course of leg- 
islation, but merely paid taxes with- 
out complaint. 

When 18 or 19 years of *, Vol- 
teire held a French embassy'ie Hol. 
jand, but returned to Paris after be- 
ing disgraced in a ilove affair. At 
the age of 20 he had been cast intw 
the Bastille for writing a ‘satire on 
the Duc d’Orleans, the prince regent. 
On his release from prison, he com- 
pleted several books of literary fame, 
and, having tasted of success in this 
pursuit, decided to follow a literary 
career, 

Another Luprisonment 

Another satire on «4 prominent 
politiclan was the cause of a further 
term of imprisonment in the Bastille, 
following which he was banished to 
England. Were, through friendship 
with Bollingbrooke, Voltaire formed 
friendships with the leading English 
statesmen and w-iters. Ho read 
Shakespeare, and many declare that 
he owed much of his sucoess to the 
reading of this man’s worke.
